CAUSES OF WAR 
WEREDI^CUSSED 

Conflict of 1914 Subject at 
R.V,C. Historical Club 



At a mooting of tho n.V.C llislor'- 
ca! Club held on Tuesday (.'vcning, 
I)ai>era were read by .MIsh .loan Fos- 
ter, M.A., and M'.'is Vernon lloss, M.A.

Mis.i Boss doait Avith thu pos lion 
of Kngiand from 1004 to 1014. Ilcr 
paper w;m div dml into four parts. 
Tho first defined tho position of the 
great powers at tho beginning of the 
century. "Tho ^econd explained why 
Oils was changed, produo'ng the 
Triple Knttnte versu^^ the Triple Alli- 
ance. Tho th rd dealt w ih the fr'c- 
tion botwcen these two groups, and 
tho failure to achieve a aettlcmont of 
disputes. Tho fourth was concerned 
with Anglo-German naval rivalry, and 
the conscriuenl Anglo-French naviil 
conversa tion.s; enipbaslr.'ng tho iiosl- 
t'on of which (ïreat Britain found h'.'r- 
sclf on the cvc of rlio tlrcat AVar when 
it was fclL that she had incurred an 
obligation to guard the west and north 
shorci of France If Ihcy were attacked 
by Germany.

A feu- y(..|,r.'i nço tho volcano 
tiraclmto.i. in .m l.slnnd near Java hjd 
the most violent nrupUon ever known 
to have taken place In tho history of 
tho world. The shock of the explosion 
wa,q heard over three thousand nillf-.s 
away. Tho eruptions of the voic-mocs 
are usually accompanied by a fall of 
fino aah. This ash often covers the 
fields several feet deep. This ash rots 
very quickly and forms a very fertile 
soil. For this reason Java Is a highly 
cultivated country. The chief produit 
of the country Is rice, but due to the 
large popubatlon of rlce-eatlng people 
this crop Is not exported. The next 
greatest product Is sugar. Next to 
Cuba, Jav.a produces the srcatest 
amount of .sugar in the world, about 
10 per cent. J.tva is also one of the 
greatest rubber producers In the world. 
Tea and coffee are also .produced. 

The i>eople of Java are a well-built 
race of brown people. They are very 
liuUistrious as is shown by the effic- 
ient way in which they cultivate their 
rice-ficUl.«. The people live in smiU 
villages which are very picturesciue.
